Tithe of Tithes 
Further Explained 





(Continued from Page 1.)

needed immediately, 


and no 
time to wait for solicitors to go 
among the churches to raise the 
desired amount, therefore it 
made it necessary to have the 
standing fund at Headquarters. 
The General Overseer of a few 
years ago introduced this sub- 
ject, he stated, “It is an evident 
fact that there must be provi- 
sions made for a fund at Head- 
quarters. No government has 
ever been able to prosper with- 
out money. What would our 
nation do without a fund from 
which to draw in time of dis- 
tress?” 

He dealt at length with this 
thought, showing the need of a 
fund at Headquarters. Then the 
thought came, how shall this 
fund be established? 

Then the suggestion was 
made by the General Overseer 
that “All the tribes of Israel 
brought in their tithes and put 
in the store house, and the 
heave offering—tithe of tithes— 
was sent to the high priest. We 
do not claim to be the high 
priest but there are certain 
principles on which to work. I 
admit that we are not under the 
law, but all Scripture is given by 
inspiration of God and is _ pro- 
fitable for instruction. I am sure 
that to take out the tithe of 
tithes and send to Headquarters 
will not be out of order. I am 
giving my honest convictions 
after listening to the board of 
elders discussing the subject 
and a close and careful study of 
the Scriptures.” 

The Order Adopted 

Later the General Overseer 
presented an item from his note 
book of which we will mention 
a few things. He reads, “The 
tithe of the tithes shall be sent 
to Headquarters. The remain- 
ing nine tenths shall be used to 
supply the needs at home in- 
cluding the overseers *-* * 
Leave the details of the distribu- 
tion to be worked out by the 
General overseer and his helpers 
and put in practice.

This shows that the fund es- 
tablished at Headquarters. by 
means of the tithe of tithes and 
placed under the supervision of 
the General Overseer and 
twelve elders was unanimously 
adopted by the Assembly. 

It is true that the General 
Overseer suggested that the 
twelve elders should be support- 
ed out of this fund but this part 
of his suggestion was not in 
the article he presented from 
his note book for adoption. Only 
those who are engaged at 
Headquarters are being cared 
for from this fund, the other 
nine have their job away from 
Headquarters, evangelizing or 
pastoring, therefore are not sup- 
ported from this fund. 

Regulated by the Council 

The Council in session past a 
ruling that no money should be 
used from this fund aside from 
that regular authorized, that is 
the support of the officials re- 
tained in the affairs of the 
Church at Headquarters, except 
that it be for emergency cases. 
We could make mention of 
many such cases that we have 
used of this fund to a good ad- 
vantage. One especially I. will 
mention. While it has never 
been the thought that the min- 
asters onythe field should draw 
from this fund, that was not 
the thought when it was. es- 
tablished but it may be news to 
some to tell you that we have 
helped thirty-seven ministers 
from this fund this year. We 
considered that these were 
emergency cases. They needed 
some financial help to tide them 
over certain strains. 
This emergency allowance 
amounted to over $1500. Could 
anybody object to this? The 
council had a right to do this 
the same as to take care of any 
other emergencies.
